97.13(c) of the Commissions Rules” regarding RF radiation safety and the 
amateur service section of OST/OET Bulletin 65. >BUT<, Amateur Radio 
Suppliment B of Bulletin 65, which has additional information on how to 
conduct a routine RF safety evaluation and explains other aspects of RF 
safety, it still in the draft stages and not yet available to the ham radio com- 
munity. 

Section 97.13(c) reads: Before causing or allowing an amateur station to 
transmit from any place where the operation of the station could cause hu- 
man exposure to RF electromagnetic field levels in excess of those allowed 
under |.1310 of this chapter, the licensee is required to take certain actions. 

é , 1. The licensees must perform the routine RF environmental evaluation 
ER oe prescribed by 1.307(b) of this chapter, if the transmitter PEP exceeds the fol- 
lowing limits........ VHF (all bands), 50 W; 70 cm, 70 W...." 

2. If the routine environmental evaluation indicated that the RF electro- 
m® magnetic fields could exceed limits contain in 1.1310 of this chapter in ac- 
cessible areas, the licensee must take action to prevent human exposure to 
such RF electromagnetic fields.

CONTINUES TO PUSH FOR 
TOWER RELIEF 


(ARRL) 


he Leagues Executive Committee has voted to continue to urge adop- 
ot eae of the antenna regulatory preemption policies contained in its pe- 

tition, RM-8763. 
- The League’s petition, filed in February 1996, seeks enhancement of the 
si PRB-1 limited federal preemption of state and local regulation of Amateur 
Radio antennas. However, the FCC appears to have made no progress with 
regard to the petition, which asked the FCC to declare that localities must 
find the least restrictive means to deal with ham radio. Among other things, 
the petition called on the FCC to amend Section 97.14(e) of the rules to say 
—— that any state or local antenna restrictions limiting ham radio antennas to 
heights below 70 feet would be “presumed unreasonable” unless the state or 
local authority could show its restrictions were necessary for health, safety 
or aesthetic reasons.

AH-50 Misses Mark 


Six meters seems to be catching on 
quickly. It seems it was only a couple of 
years ago that in the Northwest there were 
only a couple of repeaters. Since the adop- 
tion of the 1.7MHz split the number of re- 
peaters has grown to over 25 in the Puget 
Sound region alone. 

A newcomer to ham radio products, 
Cherokee, has introduced a 6 meter hand 
held to compete in the growing 6 meter mar- 
ket. While its specifications seem adequate 
it misses the mark when it comes to repeater 
offsets. The AH-50 will only work in 
500Khz and 1 MHz splits. The USA dis- 
tributor Wireless Marketing claims “It’s low 
price has resulted in increased use of those 
(meaning 500 kHz and 1 MHz split) re- 
peaters. There is no inherent advantage to a 
1.7 split. The standard will be determined by 
the users”. 

WWARA, MACC and other coordina- 
tion groups through out the USA have 
adopted the 1.7 MHz split making the AH- 
50 useless in these areas. 
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ARRL ANNOUNCES AUDIO 
SERVICE 

The League has inaugurated ARRL 
Audio News, a weekly, Web- based audio 
news service compiled from the ARRL 
Letter. The service is available from the 
ARRL Web Site using the popular Real 
Audio format. Unlike previous Amateur 
Radio news systems, the use of the Net 
should make this economical for repeater 
systems that want to keep their users up to 
speed with whats happening. 


LITTLE LEO’S THREATEN 
BROADCASTERS 
(K7CR) 

Broadcasters around the country are 
scrambling to the defense of one of their 
communications bands. In this case, 455 
to 456 Mhz that has recently become the 
target of an NPRM by the FCC to allocate 
455-456 and 459-460 to the Mobile Satel- 
lite Service on a primary basis for non- 
voice, non- geostationary mobile satellite 
service (Little LEO). This spectrum is 
used extensively by the broadcast indus- 
try for Remote Pickup and dispatch sys- 
tems and Telemetry Links and is used in 
conjunction with 450-451 for standard 
UHF repeater systems. We need to be 
mindful that new communications tech- 
nologies usually require new spectrum 
and we are not immune. 


IS THE PEAK OVER? 

It appears that the surge of new Ama- 
teurs as a result of the no-code license 
seems to be over with the number of new 
licensees off just over 38% this year over 
last and the number of upgrades off over 
16%._ Its certain that the ever increasing 
interest in the Internet coupled with dead 
HF band conditions have contributed to 
the rather dramatic drop off of interest in 
Amateur Radio. 


HENRY RUH STEPS DOWN 
(K7CR) 

Henry Ruh the very vocal publisher of 
ATV Quarterly has stepped down. Hen- 
ry s positions in defense of ATV interests 
were legendary as were his arguments 
with MACC concerning the MACC posi- 
tion regarding the operation of ATV sys- 
tems on the 420-450 band. The new 
publisher is Harlan Technologies. 


FLORIDA JUDGE 
THROWS OUT 
CASE 


(ARRL) 

A County Court judge in Florida has 
dismissed a case against Joseph Osbom, 
KF4HXE, of plantation, Fla. whose radio 
gear was confiscated by police under 
Florida’s “scanner law” earlier this year. 
Osborn was involved in a minor accident 
on May 8th and subsequently cited by po- 
lice, allegedly for breaking state law by 
having radios in his car capable of receiv- 
ing police frequencies. Although the law 
specifically exempts hams, the police im- 
pounded his equipment anyway because 
he could not produce his ham ticket, lost 
during a recent move. Osborn learned 


later that police might have tampered with 


his equipment. He says that he has begun 
civil proceedings against the town of 
Davie, Florida.
